a. Tho following villages are in the area of the Podlesi platoons Stitary 
(M'l/P19), Studanka* (Thonbrunn - M51/P19), Ujezd (M51/P19), Pastvipy#* 

(v. 1/P 19) and the Svrk farm. The border area from stone number five to twelve 
ie under the jurisdiction of the Podlesi platoon also. C hecks are inadQ 
regularly at seven related points (vztazne body) within this area. 
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b« The Podlesi platoon operates two two-ran patrols at night and two during 
the day* In addition a four-man team 5. a nnsted dallv at 1 n c m r ., for 24 
haws* duty in the caserne headquarters.. One man is stationed at the 
telephone and one in the observatory established in the attic of the 
caserne s two are off duty$ they change posts every three hours* From 12 a*m 
to 4 a. is. one PS member stains guard outside the casern©*, 

e* The area between the border and the As~ftossbaeh railroad has been designated 
as a restricted border area for the Podlesi platoon,, and special permits 
are necessary to enter it* These permits 9 issued by the District National 
Committee Security Office in As* are of two types* blue and white . lb© 
blus is issued for one year and the white for one to three months. Border 
guards examine identity cards and border permits of persons entering the 
restricted area* Recent instructions stress the importance of thorough 
examination of Identity cards for forgeries,, 

d c For outdoor duty each man is armed with a 7*65 mu pistol and 25 cartridges 
and a 9 mu submachine gm model 02 43 with two magazines* Other armament 
of the Podlesi platoon kept stored for emergencies such as carrying out 
the ZPU (zajlsieni pohranlcniho uzerai - securing of border area) is as 
follows: 

3 7.92 mm light machine guns* model 26 y each with a reserve barrel., 
spare parts* oil vessel* loader and box with 12 magazines

f* The Podlesi platoon uses the state telephone lines a a well as field 

telephones, ^ield telephone connections link the platoon to the PS cc ipany 
at A& whose telephone cover nans© is ‘Oral 11 * and to the platoon command *t 
Rossbach* 

&* On . 15 June 1950 the construction of wooden observation towers in the b ?der 
area and additional security measures for all casernes were ordered, j icord- 
iagly the eommaader of the Podlesi platoon had barriers built on all ct-teme 
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windows, and established an observatory in the caserne attic and 
machine gun emplacements * Four wooden towers wore erected on the 
edge of the woods within the platoon area, 'these towers are to be 
linked by field telephone to each other and to platoon headquarters 
where the switchboard is to be located * 

The company coim^ind at As is equipped with a Vf/T transmitter of American 
origin, and plans call for W/T equipment in every platoon,, Nfembers of the 
As compa^/ are receiving a one month’s training course in radio telegraphy 9 
and M personnel who have finished a three months * army course are also sent 
to this school » 
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In accordance with directions from the Ministry of National Defense and the 
District National Committed? the military unit stationed at As is to destroy 
by explosives all uninhabited buildings in the border area by th© end of 
November 1950* The laying of mines in the As area was delayed by the arrest 
of Lt. Col, Kovar but preparations are now being mad© for such mine laying* 

On $ Juno 1950 f Lt* Svohoda and another lieutenant fToin A$ surveyed the 
area of Fodiesi for this purpose* Mining of the As district is to be com- 
pleted by the end of 1950* 

Passwords in the border area have been changed to numbers* The 2PU plans have 
not been altered and are still valid, 

PS emits are under strict discipline because of Increasing desertions. Members 
have been mrned by the enlightenment officers that escapees io Germany will 
be apprehended there and imprisoned upon request of Gzecho Slovakia > It is 
estimated that about one-third of the Podlesi platoon would desert or refuse 
to fight in case of war ,

k joint training maneuver of the As military’ garrison and th© As SUB 
company took place in th© region of St it ary* Podlesi, and Podhradi on 8-16 
July 1950* The action was chiefly defensive with only a few counterattacks 
against enemy centers of resistance* Reservists also participated* 

In August 3,950 all PS units of th© As company received th© first mimeographed 
copies of th© new Penal law* All members have been ordered to learn this law 
thoroughly.
